POLICY TOWARDS PALESTINE 


LONDON, Oct.

Baldwin, Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
and Col. L. C. S. Amery in a let- 
ter to the London Time") today se- 
verely criticized the MacDonald 
ministry's new policy toward Pal- 
estine as advanced in a statement 
by Lord Passfield, secretary 
of 
state for the colonies Monday. 


The letter of the three men, two 


of whom are the leading figures 
in the British Conservative party 
opposition, concludes: ''It is only 
too evident that the effect of the 
white paper upon public opinion 
of the American Jewry and else- 
where is to create a feeling of 
distrust Jn British 
good 
faith, 


which is the most precious asset 
of our foreign imperial policy." 


The outright opposition of the 


Conservative 
leaders, 
who 
held 


the posts of premier, foreign min- 
ister and minister 61 the colonies 
in the last government, coming at 
a time when a new general elec- 
tion threatens, may prove an im- 
portant factor in political develop- 
ments of the next few weeks. 


The signatories say they 
are 


profoundly conscious of the two- 
fold obligation, toward the Arabs 
as well as the Jews, which was 
embodied in the mandate and has 
provided the basis of the policy 
since pursued by every British 
government in turn. 


"What we regret is that His 


Majesty's government would 
ap- 


pear now to have abandoned that 
policy," the letter says.

cording to the best expectations 
at noon In spite of the handicap 
of very wet trash. 


Placing the new garbage dis- 


posal plant in operation 
marks 


the completion of the second of 
five improvements authorized last 
November by the 
Issuance 
of 


$400,000 in municipal bonds. 


The plant is housed in a brick 


building 52x32 feet, built on two 
levels on a tract of city property 
just east of the city barns on 
the. Chatfield 
road. A graveled 


road leads from the pavement 
up a long ramp to the upper 
level of the building where the 
trash is dumped into the two big 
furnaces from the top, by means 
of special mechanical devices and 
electric hoists. The trucks, con- 
tinue 
on through 
the 
building 


and make a short loop to return 
to the main road. 


On the lower level the two big 


furnaces which have a consump- 
tion of forty tons of. garbage in 
ton hours, or slightly more than 
110 tons for a twenty-four 'hour 
period, taking advantage of the 
fifteen per cent overload which 
they can accommodate. 


The furnaces are of the rever- 


boratory type and all of the trash 
and all disagreeable 
odors are 


burned under a forced draught, 
resulting from the heat of tho 
furnace. A stack eighty feet above 
the ground level affords an addi- 
tional draught and sufficient com- 
bustion room to burn all of the 
debris, small fragments tossed by 
the strong draught and also a 
majority of the gasses from the 
fire. 
Caid C. Carson, contractor for 


the incinerator, said Thursday that 
after the furnace was once heat- 
ed to the proper point that it 
would be unnecessary to rekindle 
a fire each morning.

Upon Prohibition Question 


A Good-Tempered Summary of the Situation for the 


Sunday Schools; Why the Church Put 


Prohibition Across. 


More heat than light Is produc- 


ed by the present world-wide dls- 
cussicfn of the prohibition question. 
The issue has generally become 
one of partisanship and prejudice, 
and personal advantage. 
So we 


welcome the return of the annual 
World's ' Temperance Sunday, in 
the churches and Sunday Schools 
as an opportunity to state dispas- 
sionately what seems to be the 
Scriptural basis for total abstin- 
ance and for the abolition of the 


, .entire traffic in strong drink. 
7\ Because of inadequate or blun- 
dering leadership, 
the 
churches 
have allowed themselves to be 
put in the public position of be- 
ing fanatics, b'igots, kill-joys and 
intolerant destroyers of o t h e r 
men's personal liberties. 


Why Did the Churches Do It? 
To get at the truth of this mat- 
ter we need to consider frankly, 
and, 
if possible, sympathetically, 


•>. the reasons which led church peo- 


ple to secure the enactment of pro- 
hibition laws. 
First of all, we 


must reijhember that this was no 
sudden, spasmodic adventure. The 
steadily growing temperance move- 
ment was more than a hundred 
years old before any prohibition 
law was enacted anywhere. A po- 
litical ~party pledged to that pur- 
pose had existed in the United 
States for more than fifty years. 
In Sunday Schools, and in secular 
schools, the subject was regularly 
taught. Great temperance reform- 
ers, like father Matthew, John B. 
Gough, Neal Dow 
and 
Frances 


Willard, had become international 
figures. 
So prohibiton certainly 


did not sneak into the constitu- 
ton in the dark, through a door 
accidentally left open. 


What were the motives of these 


temperance advocates? They cer- 
tainly had nothing to gain person- 
ally, in the way of new jobs, new 
business or institutional 
advant- 


age. 
They Were not trying to 


usurp control of the liquor trade 
for personal ends. 


No: the one and only reason for 


the reform was the fundamentally 
Christian and humanitarian pur- 
pose to do good to mankind: to 
deliver society from an evil of such 
proportions that it must be dealt 
with on a broad scale by govern- 
ments whose first obligation is to 
secure the well-being of their peo- 
ple. Like slavery, the drink traf- 
fic could no longer be dealt with 
peacemeal and individually: it had 
become an instituton so inimical to 
human happiness and health that 
it had to be treated as such. Any- 
body who challenges the nobility 
and ajtruism of the foes of strong 
drink is simply speaking outside 
the facts.' 


Getting Down to Bed Rock. 


Of course, prohibition interferes 


with the individual's liberty to do 
as he pleases; and thus, it must 
ever be borne in mind, is no small 
i price to pay for the end sought. 
•^>"So the abolition of slavery wiped 
' 
out the prosperity of some slave- 
owners whose slaves were better 
off physically than they have ever 
been since. 
So do the anti-nar- 


cotic laws and the internal revenue 
laws. This is the toll which' rea- 
sonable beings pay for living in 
organized society. The very heart 
and genius of democracy is the 


subordination of the individual's 
freedom to the welfare of the com- 
munity. 


Christianity enjoins this. 
It is 


the very spirit of the Gospel, as 
given -'by the Saviour who laid 
down his 
life for the sake of 
others. 
"Abstinence for the sake 


of others" has for decades been 
a stock topic of Sunday School 
Lessons. All disciples of Christian- 
ity live by the higher law of un- 
selfishness. 
'Let me quote 
the 


text of the present Lesson, as writ- 
ten by Paul: 
. "For ye, brethren, were called for 
freedom; only use n,ot your free- 
dom for an occasion to the flesh, 
but through love be servants one 
to another. 
For the whole law is 


fulfilled 
in 
one word, even in 
this: Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself. But if ye bite and 
devour one another, take heed that 
ye be not consumed one of an- 
other. 


"But I say, Walk by the Spirit, 


and ye shall not fulfill the lust 
of the flesh. 
For the flesh lus- 
tenth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh; for these 
are contrary the one to the oth- 
er; that he may not do the things 
ye wound. But if ye are led by 
the Spirit, ye are not under the 
law. Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these: for- 
nication, 
uncleanness, 
lascivious- 
ness, idolatry, 
sorcery, 
enmities, 


strife, jealousies, wraths, factions, 
divisions parties, envyings, drunk- 
enness, revellings, and such like; 
of 
which I forewarn you, that 


they who practice 
such 
things 


shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God. 
But the fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
kindness, 
goodness, 
faithfulness, 
meekness 
self-control; 
against 


such there is no law. 
And they 
that are of Christ Jesus have cru- 
cified the flesh with the passions 
and the lusts thereof. 


"If we live by the Spirit, by the 
Spirit let us also walk."

Catch the "modern" note in these 
phrases, "Let no man put a stumb- 
ling block in his brother's way. 
If thy brother be grieved with thy 
meat thou walkest no longer in 
love. 
Destroy not him with thy 


meat for whom Christ died. It is 
good neither to eat flesh, nor to 
drink wine, nor anything where- 
by thy brother stumbleth or is of- 
fended or is made weak. We then 
that are strong ought to bear the 
infirmities of the weak, and not to 


please ourselves. For Christ pleas- 
ed not 
Himself. 


There you have the law, the 


higher Law. 
Society is repeating 


the lesson after the old apostle. 
With cruel blows, the world war 
has beaten the same truth Into 
humanity: "No man lieth to him- 
self, and no man dieth to him- 
self." The 
old individualism of 


selfishness has become unendur- 
able. 
As John Stuart Mill said 
sixty-five years ago, "My liberty 
ends when it begins to involve the 
possibility of ruin to my neigh- 
bor." 
Before the judgment seat 


of Brotherhood, which is the bar 
of God, strong drink has been con- 
demned to die. Let it be remem- 
bered, however, that this Law is 
no new discovery of the sociologist; 
it was written in the New Testa- 
ment before ever the word "so 
ciology" was invented,

War has taught 
the nations 
that real wealth is man-wealth. 
The richest country is the one 
with the greatest store of best 
manhood and womanhood. What- 
ever hurts it in the character of 
its youth injures a country grevi- 
ously. 
"The Christian World," of

fashion upon this phase of the 
temperance issue: "Life insurance 
experts figure that each young 
man and woman of good habits 
and sound physique is an asset to 
the nation as a producer or con-

There are in the United

people under twenty-five years of 
age. At $8,000 apiece they are an 
asset of $400,000,000,000. 
In mere 


dollars and cents'the youth of our 
nation are worth more than our 
coal, 
our iron, our silver, our 


gold; more than the cattle on a 
thousand 
hills; more than the 


grain from the million fields. Arid 
the legalized liquor traffic is the 
ruthless destroyer of youth. 
It 


beginc the work of destruction be- 
fore birth, handicaps 
boys 
and 
girls physically and morally, and 
renders tens of thousands not only 
unable to produce or conserve 
their of $8,000, but makes of them 
dependents and undesirables, an 
economic loss to the nation and a 
menace to its stability." 


Of course this" is no new discov- 


ery. Nearly a century and a half 
ago Oliver Goldsmith wrote: "In 
all the towns and countries I have 
seen, I never saw a city or a vil- 
lage yet, whose miseries were not 
in proportion to the number of its 
public houses. . . . Ale houses are 
ever an occasion of debauchery and 
excess, and either in the political 
or religious light, it would be our 
highest interest to have them sup- 
pressed."

able of handling a fifteen per cen 
overload above this amount, 111 
tons or refuse per day if crowded 
to its utmost capacity for a twen 
ty-four hour period. 


An eighty-foot stack supplies th 
draft for the huge furnace and en 
ables all of the gases to be burned 
before reaching the open air, thus 
eliminating all disagreeable odors 
and leaving little smoke. 


The building housing the furn 
aces is built several feet above tht 
level of the surrounding terrain 
and is reached by a wide ramp, so 
that the city trucks may drive in 
to the, building and dump thei 
.loads - directly into the furnaces 
and at the same time leaving 
level on which the ashes and oth 
er slight refuse from the furnace; 
might be drawn.

AUSTIN, Oct. 21.—OP)— 
Without definitely refusing, 
Governor Dan Moody today 
reiterated his strong reluct- 
ance to call & special session 
of the legislature to appro- 
priate drouth relief funds. 
•T\ He outlined his reasons to a 
•committee of West Texas bankers, 
representing 
some 
15 counties, 
who had reached the conclusion 
that state aid was the only hope 
for destitute farmers in about 54 
west Texas counties. 
His objections were: 
Extreme 


doubt that a quorum could be ob- 
tained 
at 
the 41st legislature, 


which goes out of existence with 


W the election of the new legislature 
.f'in November; some doubt as to 


whether the legislature, if assem- 
bled, would pass such a measure; 
a special session which could only 
authorize the state to loan money, 
would considerably jeopardize the 
chance of getting a federal appro- 
priation, which would not have to 
be repaid; an" finally, the fact 
that the state, as usual at this 
time of the year, has insufficient 
money in the treasury to furnish 
drought relief fund?. 
The governor said he had talked 


to many members of the 41st leg- 
islature, and that the sentiment 
was overwhelmingly against an- 
other special session. 


After nearly three hours of dis- 


cussion, the committee decided to 
return to West Texas, and call 
another conference 
of business 


men and bankers, and see wheth- 
er the governor's- suggestion ot 
utilizing the resources of -federal 
land banks, through credit cor- 
porations, could be effected. They 
also planned to poll members of 
the legislature and to confer with 
Ross S. Sterling, democratic nomi- 
nee for governor, regarding his at- 
titude toward drouth relief. 


If, at this subsequent meeting, 
it is again decided' that state aid 
is the only possible aid, the gov- 
ernor will be again approached. 
It was suggested by Moody that 


credit corporations be set up with 
county warrants, issued for that 
purpose, to comprise the capital 
necessary for these organizations; 
arid that 1 
s be made to farm- 


ers through 
these 
corporations, 
with a mortgage on next year's 
crop as security.

Dabney 
had 


a telegram from Senator Pink 
Parrish, Lubbock, 
declaring 
he 
was "100 per cent behind" 
the 


committee, and that the state was 
the only source of relief. 


The committee asked the Gov- 


ernor for an immediate session. 
Dabney and his associates de- 
clared conditions had placed the 
farmers on the verge of disaster. 
He exhibited a form letter which 
he sent Saturday to banks in 
54 counties, reading excerpts from 
it as follows:

"At the desk and in the lobby 


of every country bank in. the 
area there stands today a long 
waiting and patient line of John 
Does (destitute farmers), hopeful 
yet discouraged, trying to determ- 
ine how they can carry on.

CORSICANA LEADS 


TEXAS CITIES IN 


INCREASED SALES 


AUSTIN, 
Oct. 21.—Retail de- 


partment store sales in Texas in- 
creased seasonally from August to 
September by 37 . per cent, com- 
pared to a three-year average of 
only 31 per cent for this period, 
according to the bureau of busi- 
ness research at the University of 
Texas. Total business for the first 
nine months of 1930 was 93 per 
cent of that during a correspond- 
ing period of 1920. compared to 
91.3 per cent at the end of the 
first eight months of the year. 


The most substantial increase in 
percentage as compared to the 
previous month's business was in 
Corsicana, where September sales 
were 81.2 per cent greater than 
August. 
San 
Antonio, 
with 
a 


September business of 42.6 per 
cent greater fhan August and 12.6 
per cent greater than September, 
1929, 
came nearest to the 1929 lev- 


els in total business for the en- 
tire year. 
Sales in Austin, also, 


wore slightly greater than during 
September last year 
and 
total 


business in this city for the year 
lacks only 4.7 per cent equaling 
1929 
records. 
Austin tied with 
Dallas, for second place in main- 
taining last year's volume. 
Dallas business increased 
over 


August more than the seasonal 
average, but percentage of 1929 
business to date was slightly small- 
er than on Sept. 1. This city has 
shown marked resistance to the 
general downward trend of sales 
and in spite of Its failure to gain 
as rapidly as some others during 
September, only one city in the 
state was nearer to 1929 totals on 
Oct. 
1. 


Sales in Houston, after declining 


in August, contrary to the season- 


al tendency to increase, took an 
upward spurt in September and 
exceeded the corresponding month 
of 1929 by 2.5 per cent.

TUNNEL THURSDAY 


STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, Oct. 23. 


—Of)—Rescue crews working at a 
tunnel at Adena, which collapsed 
burying the caboose of a Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie freight train, 
today removed Al Romando, 35, 
from the wreckage. Romando was 
conscious, but his right arm and 
leg were broten/ his hip crushed, 
and he had a number of body 
bruises. 


STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, Cct. 23. 


—(fp)—One of three trainmen trap- 
in a cave-in in one of the Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie railroad tunneJa 
at Adena, 25 miles southwest of 
hero today, was dead when 
re- 


m'oved 
from 
the 
shattered 
ca- 


boose at noon today. He was iden- 
tified as Jerry L. Sells, 40, a con- 
ductor of Dlllonvale. 


Communication with Al Roman- 


do, 35, Dlllonvale, another train- 
man, 
was established a short time 


before rescue crews reached Sells' 
body, which had been crushed un- 
der stone 
and dirt. 
Romando 


said he was 
trapped 
between 


boulders and could not move. 


The rescue crew 
said 
E. E. 


Duga, 35, Dlllonvale, a brakeman, 
probably was dead as the caboose 
had broken into hundreds of small 
pieces by the weight of the tun- 
nel roof. 
They said 
Romando 


would be reached after the re- 
moval of abotu 10 feet of dirt. 


Romando told the crows he was 


trapped but did not believe 
he 


wag injured seriously. 


The caboose was caught with 


six cars of a local freight train 
about 300 feet from the east 
end 


of the tunnel which is about 800 
feet in length. The six cars were 
pulled from the tunnel by a loco- 
motive, but tha rescue crews were 
unable to reach the caboose from 
that end and attacked the west 
end where only a small amount ot 
debris had fallen. 


After four hours of 
digging 


they reached the demolished ca- 
hoose and removed the body of 
Sells. 


The train of 25 cars had - been 


backed about 300 feet Into tha 
tunnel when the cave-in occurred. 
The tunnel was located on 
a 
branch line of the railroad about 
a mile and a half from Adena. 
The branch leads to the Clarkson 
coal mine near Harrlsvllle 
and 


was used daily by the local freight 
in connection with the mine.

The attack was said to have 


been made near the headquarters 
of General Miguel Costa, command- 
ing the vanguard. His troops, the 
advices clamed, routed tihe feder- 
als.There was a new element oc- 
casioning some surprise in 
the 


rebel statement today. This was 
that a considerable quantity of 
•war material had been captured 
at Itnto Grossa. Ponta Grossa Is 
just west of Curityba and far with- 
in a territory which heretofore had 
been regarded as exclusively occu- 
pied by rebels.

SPEEDY AUTO RIDE ALONG 


WASHINGTON STREET PROVES 
GROUNDS FOR SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
23.—(IP)— 


An automobile ride taken by Wil- 
liam H. Colt along "O" street, 
southeast, in the capital on a 
July day in 1929, has brought a 
case to the supreme court which 
may affect the proposal that petty 
liquor offenders bo tried without 
a jury. 


After the law enforcement com- 


mission recommended that United 
States 
commissioners be 
given 


the 
right to 
dispose of minor 


liquor cases, the plan was fought 
on the ground it was unconstitu- 
tional, while it was conceded that 
in some minor offenses a jury 
trial was not necessary. 


The decision of the court in the 


Colt case may clarify to some ex- 
tent the entire question although 
it has no connection with liquor. 
Colt was convicted in police court 
of reckless driving and sentenced 
to 30 days in jatl. 
He did not 


deny the charge but demanded a 
jury trial. This being denied him, 
he appealed to the District 
01 


Columbia court of apepals, which 
reversed the lower court. 


The government, appealing 
to 


the supreme court, sought a de- 
termination of what class of of- 
fenses could, constitutionally, be 
tried 
without juries. 
Its 
brief 
said the case might prove of great 
importance throughout the coun- 
try "If congress seeks more ex- 
peditious enforcement of the laws 
against minor offenses." 


Both 
government counsel and 


attorneys for Colt presented for- 
midable precedents and decisions' 
of lower courts. 


The !aw enforcement commis- 


sion's recommendation for jury- 
less trials as a means for relieving 
court congestion was embodied In 
a bill which passed the house at 
the last session but never was 
acted upon by the senate.
